(AP)—President Truman served 
notice. today that the United 
States has doubled its armed 
forces since the invasion of Ko- 
rea to resist “still further Com- 


munist attacks against other free 
nations.” 
An exchange of telegrams be- 
tween the President and Secre- 
of Defense George C. Mar- 
li disclosed that this country’s 
uniformed forces now total more 
than 2,900,000, nine months after 
Korean Reds launched their un- 
provoked attack June 25. The 
armed forces totaled 1,458,000 in 


June, 
250,000 in Korea. 

Of the 2,900,000 men now in the 
armed forces, about 250,000 are 
engaged in the Korean war. In 
Europe ‘are approximately 127,000.

OKLAMOMA CITY, March 21 
(AP)—William E. Cook Jr., ad- 
mitted killer of six persons was 
sentenced today to terms totaling 


300 years in “Alcatraz or another 
safe prison where he has no 
chance to escape.” He was sen- 
tenced on his plea of guilty under 
the so-called Lindbergh kidnaping 
law, of kidnaping and murdering 
five members of the Carl Mosser 
family of Atwood, Il. 

United States District Judge 
Stephen Chandler gave Cook, who 
showed no visible signs of emo- 
tion, 60 years on each of five 
counts. He specified the sentences 
were to run consecutively. This 
will make him ineligible for pa- 
role or pardon, he explained. 
Cook is 23 years old. 

“Society stands .indicted for 
permitting this child to grow up 
in inhuman conditions that per- 
mitted these crimes,” Judge 
Chandler said. 

(The United Press in Washing- 
ton reported the Department of 
Justice authorized the removal of 
Cook to California where he is 
wanted for the murder of Robert 
H. Dewey. It was believed the 
decision was prompted by the fact 
that Cook could be given a death 
sentence in the California case if 
adjudged sane there and convict- 
ed of murder.) 

The sentencing came as a sud- 
den end to a sanity hearing to 
determine whether Cook, a for- 
mer convict from Missouri knew 
right from wrong. 

Closing argument’s had been 
scheduled for today but at the be- 
ginning of the session Judge 
Chandler said he already had 
made up his mind and turned 
down an appeal by United States 
Attorney Robert E. Shelton to 
continue the hearing until Mon- 
day for submission of further 
evidence. 

After the judge 
sentence, Shelton asserted: “If 
there was ever a death penalty 
case in the history of the nation 
this is a death penalty case.”

Field, who is 45 years old, was 
charged with contemptuously re- 
fusing to answer 32 questions 
during an investigation of charges 
by Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, that Communists had in- 
filtrated the State Department. 
Field, great grandson of Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt, was linked 
with Communism in _ testimony 
from Louis Budenz, a former 
Communist.

Explaining the three essential 
changes which responsible mem- 
bers of the world community may 
“reasonably and justly” expect in 
any Russian government, he first 
takes up the iron curtain. The 
Russian government must not 
take the position, he writes, that 
its own aims will fail unless all 
systems of government not under 
its control are subverted and 
eventually destroyed. It would 
have to end its present “paranoiac 
suspiciousness,” and admit that 
there can be legitimate curiosity 
about a foreign country, that 
there can be foreign business as- 
pirations which do not aim at the 
destruction of the Russian state, 
and that persons desirous of trav- 
eling across international bound- 
aries often do so for the simple 
reason that they enjoy travel or 
wish to visit relatives. 

“In short,” writes Kennan, “we 
may ask that the grotesque system 
of anachronisms known as the iron 
curtain be lifted from the world, 
and that the Russian people, who 
have so much to give and so much 
to receive as mature members of

Both American and other Allied 
sources here were reluctant to 
discuss the reported decision to 
cross the parallel without per- 
mitting the U.N. forces to at- 
tempt a full-scale clean-out of 
the North Korean and Chinese 
Communist forces: from Korea. 
They pointed out that official 
confirmation of any decision on 
the question would be of value 
to the enemy. 

Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son was asked at his press con- 
ference today whether Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur needed any new 
authority to send his troops across 
the parallel. Acheson replied that 
he did not but that the question 
Was one on which the United 
States wanted a common point of 
view with its allies. Therefore, he 
said, the United States Govern- 
ment is consulting with other na- 
tions having troops in Korea, is 
studying the situation closely, and 
working on it with Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s command. 

It was understood, however, 
that the semi-weekly talks which 
have been held at the State De- 
partment in the last several weeks

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An Important Date 

May 1 is going to be an important date for the 
future of St.Louis. It has been selected by the 
Board of Education for a special election on a 
12-cent rise in the school tax rate and a $17,230,- 
000 school building bond issue. 

In both cases, the issue is one of progress or 
decay. 

As the Citizens Advisory Committee of the 
Board of Education pointed out after a careful 
inspection of the city’s schools, many of the 
buildings are urgently in need of repairs. Some 
are utterly obsolete. At least four of these 
should be replaced as soon as possible, and an 
additional number of new schools should be 
built. 

This construction does not represent an ideal, 
long-range program. It was recommended by 
the Citizens Committee as an emergency pro- 
gram. It does not represent what the St. Louis 
school system ought to have, but what it must 
have if there is not to be a further deterioration 
in public education. 

The tax increase ts asked by the School Board 
on the same basis. The 12-cent figure actually 
is less than was recommended by the Citizens 
Committee, a hard-headed group of bankers, 
accountants and businessmen. 

The chief purpose of the tax increase is to 
provide funds for higher teachers’ salaries. 
Most teachers now get between $2400 and $4500 
a year. The figures speak for themselves. Ata 
time when considerably more remunerative jobs 
are difficult to fill, it is obvious that these sal- 
aries do not attract the talented, trained people 
who alone should be entrusted with the educa- 
tion of the city’s children. Nor can present 
teachers be expected to accept them as adequate. 
The recommended basic increase of $200 a year 
certainly is very modest. It will never give rise 
to the charge that St. Louis is coddling its 
school teachers. 

So, it is not unfair to say that the voters are 
being asked to authorize only the minimum ex- 
penditures necessary to keep the school system 
a bit more in step with the times. The question 
is whether this city, which once was interna- 
tionally famous for its educational system, will 
respond to this modest request for the checking 
of decay. 

By asking the Legislature to authorize a more 
streamlined administration of school business, a 
majority of the members of the Board of Educa- 
tion have given assurance that the money will be 
well spent. Further, the tax and bond election 
will not be held until after the April 3 School 
Board election. Thus there is a chance for 
further reassurance by electing board members 
pledged to work for a better school. program. 

But even if there is an improvement in the 
School Board, real results can be expected only 
if the means are provided to achieve them. And 
that will be up to the voters on May 1. 
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Beware the Nickel 


Pretty soon, if this goes on, people are going 
to have no confidence in nickels whatsoever.

Leroy Anderson's “Clas- 
sical Juke Box,” based on the tune, perhaps 
should be candidly retitled “Obsolete Juke Box.” 
Or “Pre-Inflation Juke Box.” 

It's going to be lots of trouble all around, you 
can bet your last dime on that (formerly your 
last nickel). 
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Teo Soon to Stop 


There is one good reason why the investiga- 
tion of RFC affairs should continue at least a 
while longer. It has become a matter of public 
knowledge that a number of Senators and Rep- 
resentatives have written to the agency in cori- 
nection with loans. Perhaps most of these let- 
ters were no more than routine notes asking that 
perfectly proper consideration be given to some 
constituent’s application. Perhaps they were 
more serious. The people have a right to the 
facts. 

Senator Fulbright, chairman of the investigat- 
ing committee, doubts that such disclosures 
would serve any but political ends. This does 
not scare us. We do not see how any honest 
man can be hurt. We do not see why any honest 
man should need the protection of senatorial 
courtesy. A few names already have been men- 
tioned. Why not all of them? 

It may be that, in prolonging the hearings in 
spite of him, Senator Fulbright’s associates on 
the committee have less regard for getting at 
the truth than for exploiting the proceedings for 
partisan advantage. If so, that will become 
clear to the voters. Trumped-up sensations are 
likely to be boomerangs. But it would be mighty 
poor policy to create the impression that the 
proceedings had been stopped while there still 
were matters unrevealed about which the peo- 
ple ought to know. 
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About as good a solution as any would be to 
go back to Feb. 2 and give the groundhog 
another chance. 
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Red Feudalism 

North Koreans’ bitter discoveries about the 
realities of Communist “land reform” are by 
no means unique. Prostitution of the pretty 
fiction to the ugly fact of feudal slavery for 
the farmer is as much the pattern in other 
Communist-dominated countries as in North 
Korea. It is only the particulars that change. 

The particulars as the North Koreans found 
them were that land redistribution was used to 
pay off party favors, to obtain bribes for party 
bigwigs, and to trick many farmers by giving 
them “utilization rights” instead of a title, thus 
making them the serfs of the party, subject 
to having the land taken away from them at 
their lords’ whim.

of slum dwellers into self-respecting, substantial

If this meant anything at all, it could be to- 
talitarianism with a vengeance. Reforming peo- 
ple, as an alternative to reforming the physical 
environment in which they live, might go much 
farther toward harnessing the person to the state 
than the most “socialistic” of housing programs. 

Usually, of course, the argument does not 
mean anything. What it comes down te is the 
expression of a vague hope that at some milen- 
nial date all the people will have such high in- 
comes that they will not have to put up with 
living in slums. 

A noble hope—but what do we do while wait- 
ing for the milennium to arrive? Those who 
talk about improving people instead of improv- 
ing housing are really advocating that we live 
with slums and like it. That counsel revolts the 
conscience of the city-dweller who knows, simply 
by looking at the condition of his community's 
blighted areas, that in spite of a long-term in- 
crease in family incomes over the past 50 years, 
the hand-me-down process of moving the less 
fortunate into second-hand homes vacated by the 
more fortunate does not work. It leaves a resi- 
due of dilapidated homes which blight the city’s 
heart. The city can regain its social health only 
by cutting out the cancer. 
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Suppression in Triplicate 

The Peron Government of Argentina now 
offers three examples of how to destroy press 
freedom: 

La Prensa, venerable Buenos Aires independ- 
ent, was seized by the Government after it had 
already been closed by a so-called strike of 
Peronista unions. Its silence represents out- 
right crushing of freedom of the press by 
totalitarian means. — 

A few days ago, La Voz del Interior of Cor- 
doba was shut down by a strike in much the 
way La Prensa was closed. La Voz spoke for 
an opposition political party. Its silence repre- 
sents indirect and superficially “unofficial” at- 
tack on press freedom. 

La Nacion, the other big Buenos Aires inde- 
pendent, was ever more cautious in criticism of 
Peron, and has come to terms with his labor 
movement. A labor leader says La Nacion will 
be permitted to publish as “proof that freedom 
of the press continues to exist.” Its muted 
voice represents the quietude of intimidation. 

So Juan Peron need fear little criticism in 
this election year. 


Be hl Mints 
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The Gape in the Stories 

The story of racketeers’ connections with poli- 
tics and the police, as it has been unfolding be- 
fore the Kefauver committee in New York, is 
full of fascinating gaps. Do not these gaps show 
how much spadework needs to be done, on the 
national level and continuously, before the 
forces of law and order will know enough to 
cope with the forces of corruption? 

Racketeer Frank Costello could admittedly 
put his man in as head of Tammany Hall and 
his man in as a Supreme Court Justice of the 
State of New York. But the devious way in 
which he did it is in each case another of those 
curiosity-provoking gaps. 

William O’Dwyer’s man Frank Bals, helped by 
six policemen, was guarding Abe Reles, key wit- 
ness in a murder case against Hoodlum Albert 
Anastasia, when Reles fell out of the window 
and was killed, with the result that the case 
against Anastasia collapsed. O’Dwyer promoted 
Bals, who now, in retirement, draws $6000 a 
year pension instead of the $2300 he would have 
drawn if he had been retired at the lower rank. 

“Wanted cards” against three hoodlums 
against whom murder charges were pending 
were removed by O’Dwyer’s chief clerk, James 
J. Moran, who now turns up in a $15,000-a-year 
lifetime job by appointment of O’Dwyer. 

In these and other stories that are coming out 
of the investigating committee’s hearings the 
gaps are more considerable than the parts of the 
narratives that are revealed—and perhaps a 
great deal more informative. 

The debasing effect of racketeering on public 
office, including the police, is a long-known fact 
but the accounts of it must shock most Ameri- 
cans as they visibly shook Senator Tobey the 
other day. All the hopes of a decent society are 
involved here, threatened by men who are petty 
in every sense except their large unscrupulous- 
ness. 

If the racketeers can get their hands on $20,- 
000,000,000 a year in organized gambling, surely 
the decent majority can spend whatever time 
and money it takes to know what is going on 
and to see to it that public office cannot be cor- 
rupted by these millions without the likely risk 
of immediate exposure and punishment.

Fascist-style dictatorships like that of Peron in Argentina have 
taken much of South America; armies prevent popular revolt; 
resentment is likely to turn to Communism; United States should not 
shore up reaction because it is breeding ground for future trouble.

In about two months. the foreign min- 


isters of the Americas will hold a confer- 
ence to determine Hemisphere policy in 
the current world crisis. As happened at 
a similar conference held during World 
War II, conviction and/or expediency will 
lead to uniformity of action. Basically, 
however, there will remain the question: 
How dependable a wheel is Latin America 
in the machinery that world democracy is 
constructing in self-defense? 


The 150,000,000 people—restless and 
dissatisfied people — who inhabit Latin 
America constitute one of the population 
blocs most coveted by totalitarianism and 
most neglected by democracy. Dictatorships 
have become the ‘ 
rule south of the Rio 
Grande, principally 
in South America. 

Military govern- 
ments, conceived in 
reaction against con- 
stitutional and civil 
order, have brought 
to fruition in this 
Hemisphere the Nazi 
and Fal prin- 
ciples im ted in 
the military schools 
of Latin America 
during Hitler's era. * 

Communism, on , ee 
the other hand, has re ee 
been spreading clandestinely in the uni- 
versities and labor unions. Thus two totali- 
tarian tendéncies grow side by side—with 
greater vigor than is generally appreciated 
—to the detriment of the traditional lib- 
eral, radical, conservative and socialist 
parties; and ultimately, therefore, to the 
detriment of democratic ideas everywhere. 

The political career of Getulio Vargas, 
who has just assumed power again in 
Brazil, typifies the recent history of South 
America. In 1930, Vargas seized power 
through a revolutionary coup. For eight 
years Brazil knew no freedom of the press,

The democracies of Latin America are 
being cut down by a sickle whose handle 
is wielded in Madrid and whose cutting 
edge forms a crescent moving from Buenos 
Aires through Rio de Janeiro, Caracas, 
Bogota and Lima. 

The dictatorships, to win the favor of 
the United States, declare themselves anti- 
Communist, but the only enemy they pur- 
sue is democratic liberalism. The masses, 
in their vast majority, lean toward the 
left. If, therefore, the democratic parties, 
such as the Aprista party of Peru and 
the Liberal party of Colombia, continue to 
be deprived of legal means of attaining 
their objectives, the people—possessing 
no other outlet for their grievances—will 
eventually go over to Communism, which 
thrives in the generally anti-democratic cli- 
mate and is aided by the cordial attitude 
of the reactionary governments.

Growth in a Family 


A FAMILY ROMANCE. by Elizabeth Pollet. (New Di- 
rections, 252 pqs., $3.) 

Miss Pollet has written a novel which 
deals with the tensions and releases, the 
causes of growth in a family. The story 
reveals a mature understanding of family 
relationships for one so young. At mo- 
ments it captures vividly the fears and 
elations, the unrest and yearning of the 
growing girl. Perhaps Miss Pollet’s under- 
standing is quickened because she is her- 
self so close to that unsettling age. 

It is undoubtedly lack of experience in 
writing that gives the novel a quality of 
illusiveness, of incompleteness.

They 
don’t have the chance, they don't 
have the money, to do better. 
They buy their clothes from 
stocks that are monotonously 
standardized. 

They work for $12 a week. A 
dress of any “fashion” costs a 
month's pay. Nylon hose cost 
$12.80 a pair, if you can get them. 

This isn’t entirely true for 
everyone. The Communist bosses 
and their wives or mistresses 
have their own “society.” Their 
fashions come directly by courier 
post from Paris, are tailored by 
the fashionable fFerenczine or 
Ferda Manyi. 

They have their own special 
night clubs, their own private 
cars. 

In Budapest, you cannot drive 
your own auto without a special 
permit, usually reserved for party 
members and very few others. 

I recall an afternoon when, 

standing on a Budapest street 
corner waiting to be taken to a 
rehearsal—and wearing a well- 
tailored. “‘pre-regime” suit—I was 
accosted by three militant women 
who accused me of being a “trai- 
tor to the working class” because 
I was dressed like “a capitalist 
pig.” 
This happens daily on street 
cars, busses, where - have - you. 
Eventually one stops wearing 
“capitalistic” clothing for fear of 
censure. 

For men, even actors who must 
wear neckties in roles take them 
off in the streets to escape in- 
timidation. A gentleman wears an 
open shirt in Budapest today. 

Budapest’s restaurants, once 
the envy of Europe, have no 
meat. An average menu offers 
fried mushroooms, poultry, sau- 
sage, hot dogs or chopped ham 
for a main dish. With it you may 
have pastry—but no chocolate 
cakes, for Budapest has been 
without chocolate for two months

F you have not yet read Gerald 

W. Johnson’s “Incredible Tale” 

you have much real enjoyment 
in store. I don’t say this just 
because I think the section about 
my husband is extremely pen 
trating and good, or because the 
chapter he devoted to me amused 
me greatly. 

My chapter was so kind that 
it left me purring like a well- 
satisfied pussy cat, and made up 
for many of the less nice things 
said. Nevertheless, I don’t mind 
the latter; I like to profit by 
them, for criticism is good for 
the soul. Jt is good, that is, if 
you don’t resent it and simply 
try to find out honestly whether 
it is justified or not. 

7 +. * 

THE OTHER SECTIONS in 
this book are all just as penetrat- 
ing and just as delightful. Mr. 
Johnson knows a good deal about 
us—the average Americans—and 
his analysis and appraisal of 
President Wilson, for instance, is 
remarkably fine and_ sensitive. 
Because the pictures of our own 
public figures are so good, I am 
inclined to believe that Lenin 
and Stalin are fairly well under- 
stood, too. The last chapter is 
an encouraging chapter for those 
of.us who are the average men 
and women, 50 years and over. 

One significant passage I want 
to quote; ~ 

“Surely, there is one profound- 
ly significant remark which the 
ordinary American of 50 can 
make to the ordinary American 


of 30; it is the remark of Abbe 
Sieyes: ‘I survived.’ 

“Sieyes was in Paris during the 
reign of terror, and that gives to 
his laconic statement immense 
significance. The ordinary Amer- 
ican is here—still relatively free, 
still the final authority in public 
affairs, still better fed, better 
clothed and better housed than 
the common man in any other 
country. If he has been here 
since 1900, the mere fact that he 
has survived means a great deal: 
for twice within that period a co- 
alition of empires has _ risen 
against him to beat his political 
system down, once his economic 
system crashed about his ears, 
practically every year some part 
of his social system has given 
away and has had to be remod- 
eled and rebuilt, and for the past 
five years his form of govern- 
ment, his economy and his faith 
have been sternly and relentless- 
ly challenged by the most re- 
doubtable foreign power in ex- 
istence. Yet he survives.” 

o = 

THESE ARE THINGS for those 
of us who are more than 50 to 
ponder and remember. Faith, be- 
lief in our own destiny and in 
each other brought us through 
our early days and through these 
last 50 turbulent years. 

We had some leaders, but lead- 
ers without followers are im- 
potent. ‘Usually the times call out 
a leader. Perhaps we will have 
some more, and perhaps if we 
have matured as much as Mr. 
Johnson suggests, his hopes for 
our next great leader may be jus- 
tified. 


Queuing is an “affront” to the 
state and we have seen people in 
the lines arrested. It is a com- 
mon sight for a virtual battalion 
of stocky women to approach a 
block-long line and plead for the 
housekeepers to go home “in the 
interests of the state.” 


These are the members of the 
MNDS—the Communist Hungari- 
an Democratic Women’s Associa- 
tion. More often than not the 
pleas of the MNDS are answered 
by catcalls and hisses from food- 
short, irate women. 

I have stood in line for one 
potato. 

Panic buying and hoarding of 
food is second nature. And each 
day we read in the newspapers of 
neighbors being fined, and some 
being arrested. These are the 
“examples.” Yet the hoarding 
and the panic buying and the 
queuing goes on because Commu- 
nism has by sheer maladministra- 
tion almost completely wrecked 
the exchange of goods between 
city and country. 

In spurts, the Government at- 
tacks shop owners for “crimes 
against the public distribution of 
food” and the sentences are 
heavy. The general manager of 
the nationalized butchers, Paul 
Szita, was given the death sen- 
tence recently for this “crime.” 
A second “accomplice” died with 
him. 

A visitor to prewar, -well- 
stocked Budapest could never 
imagine this sort of goings-on. 
Nor would he recognize, perhaps, 
his favorite night club or restau- 
rant. 

The great Shanghai bar and the, 
Forum club are open no more. No 
reasons were given when they 
were closed. 

One favorite Communist ma- 
neuver is to change the names of 
restaurants, night clubs, hotels or 
streets. Most of us looked upon 
it as a rather childish expression 
of vanity. Montgomery’ drive is 
no longer named after the British 
General, and at least 50 other 
main streets are renamed after 
Stalin, Molotov and friends. 

The famous Comedy Theater is 
now the New Generation Theater. 
The Moulin Rouge, Arizona and 
Blue Danube have been national- 
ized and they are called by names 
dredged from the mind of some 
thinker in the regime’s “‘name de- 
partment.”

HERE are no neon lights in 
T once-gay Budapest, except of 

course for the  brightly-lit, 
ever-present red stars that hang 
like so many bloody noses from 
the faces of the great buildings 
and the nationalized stores. And 
80 per cent of Hungarian indus- 
try and outlets are nationalized. 

I spoke recently to a Western 
diplomat in Budapest. He had 
been shown around the city, saw 
that the main bridges across the 
Danube between Buda and Pest 
had been rebuilt, saw—on a guid-

THAT WORD “INTOXICATE” 
From Poisoned Arrows! 
AME your poison,” the mer- 

drinkers say, and they 
speak with more point than 
they realize, in the light of the 
origin of the word “intoxicate.” 
For in a sense to be intoxicated 
is to be poisoned! 

“Intoxicate” comes from the 
Latin “intoxicatus,” a participial 
form of “intoxicare,” to drug or 
poison. “Toxicum” — poison — is 
more recognizable as the source 
of our word “toxic,” signifying 
poisonous. Thus “intoxicate” is 
literally “to poison” or “to drug.” 

Perhaps the most interesting 
aspect of this word is the fact 
that the Latin “toxicum,” from 
which it comes to us, has a Greek 
derivation meaning “bow,” as in 
the weapon, bow and arrow! And 
in this lies the core of the word's 
meaning—for originally “toxi- 
cum” denoted a poison into which 
arrows were dipped, or with 
which the bow was smeared. 

From such literal poisoning 
came the rhetorical poisoning 
with agitation or grief, as exem- 
plified in these lines by the old 
English writer, Chapman: 

“Alas, good mother, be not in- 
toxicate for me; I am _ well 
enough.” 

Then came allusions to intoxi- 
cation by enthusiasm or the ex- 
citement of joy, and intoxication 
with wine, a making drunk, as 
the poet Milton has it: 

“With new wine intoxicated.”

Take Care of Yourself 
Artificial Respiration 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M. D. 


OU may save a life if you 

know a good method for arti- 

ficial respiration. Sometimes 
lives are lost through drowning 
or electrical shock because by- 
standers did not know any of the 
seven methods of manual artifi- 
cial respiration. (The manual 
methods are those that require 
no extra equipment.) Literally, 
with artificial respiration, a life 
is in your hands. 

A recent study and comparison 
of the various methods for get- 
ting air in and out of a person’s 
lungs when they have stopped 
breathing has just been made by 
a council of the American Medi- 
cal Association. 

Oddly enough, this study shows 
that the universally taught meth- 
od called the Schafer (Prone Pres- 


sure) method is the least effec- 


tive. It is the most widely used 
because it is simple and least tir- 
ing of any manual method. As 
practically everyone knows, this 
method depends on the elastic re- 
coil of the chest cage to get air 
into the lungs and applies pres- 
sure only for its removal.

THE EASTER POWER of 
self recovery differs very much 
from attempts at recovery on 
the part of the world. The 
United Nations, for example, is 
dedicated to the solemn restor- 
ation of peace and security 
among nations. It attempts to 
bring these gifts from the top 
down to the individual man— 
that is, from the nation to the 
individual. Easter works in the 
opposite direction: it starts with 
man, and once he is regener- 
ated in conscience and moral- 
ity, the reconstruction of s0- 
ciety follows. 

When anyone seriously puts 
his head between his hands and 
thinks, he will come up with 
the conviction that the Easter 
method is the only true way of 
making a society normal and 
healthy. If each drop of water 
that flows from the spring into 
the pitcher is clean, when the 
drink will be clean. If men are 
good, society will be good; if 
men are evil, society will be 
evil. 

Whenever society gets lazy it 
tends to socialism and large 
bureaucracies, in the fond hope 
that the individual will be ex- 
cused from effort through the 
action of the group. Politics 
and economics are then blamed 
instead of politicians and econ- 
omists. 

A recent editorial in one of 
the large New York daily news- 
papers, commenting on the bas- 
ketball scandal, in which young 
players on college teams sold 
out their college for money, ex- 
cused them on the ground “the 
community failed them.” How 
about their own conscience? 
Did they not fail themselves? 
Such failure to place blame 
where it belongs is evidence of 
how far the world has departed 
from the Easter lesson, that 
man must be remade, as Christ 
is remade in the newness of life 
—and then the community will
